Breed has come into its own and it is destined to make even great- 
er advances in the next few years. For the first time in the his- 
tory of this great battle ground has the Aberdeen-Angus section 
approached in entries the numbers in the other beef breeds. This 
year however the Shorthorns showed an entry of 182 head while 
the Aberdeen-Angus sheet totaled 181 head. However by actual 
count of the animals on display it is reported that the Aberdeen- 
Angus exceeded by several head the Red, White and Roans. This 
comparison is not meant in any way to reflect on the splendid 
Shorthorns on display, for they were rich in numbers and quality. 
The comparison is made to show the rapid strides being made by 
our breed as compared with the other beef breeds, and the Journal 
is proud indeed of the showing made this year. 

Quality reigned supreme from start to finish. There were no 
real outcasts in the whole show. Every animal entered was a good 
one. The same amount of fitting would have reduced the differ- 
ence between the two ends of the show line materially. There 
were nowhere near enough places to accommodate the specimens 
worthy of first honors that could not be placed in the money. 
Judge O. V. Battles, of the firm of Congdon & Battles, Yakima, 
Washington, officiated in a highly satisfactory manner. His judg- 
ment found favor at the ringside and among the men at the hal- 
ters. There might have been some difference of opinion, as there 
usually is, nevertheless such comment was not in evidence. All 
in all the Aberdeen-Angus showmen are a splendid set of real 
sports, accepting defeat when accomplished by superior specimens 
with a smile, thus a good natured rivalry brought out much com- 
ment at the ringside. 

The visitors at the Iowa State Fair were this year treated to 
a spectacle that they will not soon forget. The classes were equal 
in every way except numbers to the grand displays made at the 
International. In fact there were International winners in several 
of the lineups, and they are for the most part in better condition 
than at the close of last season. Mr. H. O. Harrison, of San Fran- 
cisco, California, made an attractive display of twenty-three head. 
His string of splendidly fitted cattle was headed by last year’s 
International Grand Champion Blackcap Revolution, this wonder- 
ful show and breeding son of the world famous Earl Marshall 
came onto the saw dust in as good form as last year after hav- 
ing had a hard season in the breeding lot. The Journal believes 
Mr. Harrison is going to give this great bull an opportunity to 
make a world’s record for the breed because of the great number 
of outstanding matrons he is assembling: for his service. A bull 
that can carry on as has Blackcap Revolution under heavy service 
is worth his weight in gold to the breed in the future. His sons 
and daughters on display were a wonderful lot and furnish proof 
that there is something in a pedigree after all when that pedi- 
gree is attached to an animal with character and prepotency. 

The aged bull section brought out seven head of bulls whose 
outstanding excellence will scarcely be equalled before the Interna- 


tional. Blackcap Revolution 
was a good winner and Ful- 
lerton’s Playman of Sun- 
beam has surely come along 
in fine shape, standing 
right up for second; Kemp’s 
Edinburg 5th was excep- 
tionally good too as was 
every other member of the 
group. Their great depth 
and width and general Aberdeen-Angus type and character, and 
their uniformity brought out much ringside comment. So it seems 
that there are some great bulls in the States. We should have 
more of this calibre and it goes without saying that these old bulls 
are going to bring about a much superior class of young bulls for 
the future. 

The 1921 class brought out eight bulls that would be hard to 
fault, they were of good type and character. It was a close finish 
between Harrison’s two bulls Blackcap Glenn 2d and Blackmere 
16th, the latter having been bred by Mr. Battles was set aside un- 
til all others had been placed when Prof. Kennedy was called in 
to place Blackmere. The Professor went over the three top bulls 
carefully and finally slipped the Blackmere bull in at second place. 
Ten head lead out in the 1922 class where Escher & Ryan pulled 
the first ticket with Black Marshall 11th, an outstanding son of 
the famous Earl Marshall, proving that the old bull is still deliv- 
ering the right type and quality. Bar Marshall 6th held third 
place for Escher & Ryan, the two bulls having been separated by 
Kirschbaum’s Elidur; Caldwells of Missouri were fourth with Black 
Seargent and Fitch of lowa was fifth with Enquire. This was an 
exceptionally smooth class, with much future promise. 

The four Junior classes were well filled with youngsters that 
looked mighty good to the men who are thinking of the future. 
The January 1923 class of thirteen was lead by the Earl Marshall 
bull Prince Marshall 7th shown by Escher & Ryan; his runnerup 
was Kemp’s Killmere, and he was a good one too, as was also the 
next several head in this nice even line. Somehow when the judge 
finished the placings there seemed always to be a greater display 
of uniformity than was indicated at the lead in. The string of 
twelve July calves brought out a first ticket for Black Cap Revo- 
lution in his son Glencarnock Revolution 2d, a McGregor product 
shown by Mr. Harrison. Kemp and Blake vied for second and 
third with the latter taking second place with Burmere; the Kemp 
entry being Belmore Dale. This was a good strong showing to the 
end of the class. The October class brought out fifteen head of 
likely youngsters. Harrison made first place with Glencarnock 
Revort, a son of Revolution, this youngster going to the Junior 
Championship. Fitch was second with Evore and Caldwell Third 
with Blackcap Ito; Proud Peter 3d made fourth for Kemp; Fuller- 
ton separated the Earl Marshall calves, placing Peer of Sunbeam 
between them in sixth place. The 1924 group of eleven was head- 
ed and well too by Kemp’s Blackcap Glen 3d followed by Rosen- 
feld’s Eleazar; next place going to Caldwell with Epistos Junior; 
fourth to Harrison on Glencarnock Revolution and fifth to Fuller- 
ton with Prince 3d of Sunbeam. 

When the three senior bulls lead out for Championship the 
ringside picked up interest and crowded beyond the ropes even 
though it was hot enough to make out-of-the-ordinary occurrences 
inattractive. Such bulls Iowa never before had witnessed. The

August 9th to 16th proved one of the most 
successful events in the history of this fair. 
Secretary Bacon is an untiring worker and 
has an eye out looking toward the better- 
ment of his exposition each year. Plans 
are already under way for the extension of 
a spur track into the yards, thus enabling 
live stock exhibitors to unload within a 
short distance of the barns; a convenience 
that will appeal to exhibitors and help much 
to increase the number of cattle to be ex- 
hibited another year. : ; 

There were four splendid herds in the 
Aberdeen-Angus section, Dr. Fred Jarvis, 
of Oskaloosa, Iowa; Blake & Sons, of Dal- 
las Center, Iowa; Thos. Gatton & Son, of 
Rose Hill, Iowa; and Hamilton Brothers, of 
Good Hope, Illinois. Each having out a 
good showing, each herd presenting excel- 
lent individuals in some of the classes. This 
fact came to the surface as Judge Kennedy 
placed the various classes. The result be- 
ing that the monies were pretty evenly di- 
vided between the four herds, a condition 
which seldom prevails. 

There were three aged bulls, all good 
ones; Jarvis having two and Gatton the 
other. The Gatton bull was placed in the 
center of the group, with Black Peeler at 
the top, the latter going to the Senior Cham- 
pionship. The bull classes from here down 
were very good, the most outstanding 
youngster in the Junior class was found in 
the Gatton entry, Barmere of Leamore, 
showing in the middle class for 1923. He 
placed first, secured the Junior Champion- 
ship and wound up by undoing the Senior 
Champion for the Grand Championship hon- 
ors. The youngster wes immature. never- 
theless he was all bull, full of. substance, 
tvpe and character, and will no doubt make 
a tov notcher as he develops. 

The female classes were exceptionally 
strong bringing forth a verv fine display 
at each event. Hamilton Brothers took first 
in the cow-with-calf-at-side section, on Hill- 
daie Pride 22d with bull calf, a very pleas- 
ing pair; Blakes took the other two ribbons 
with splendid typev cows. There were four 
aged cows out in the 1921 class, Hamilton’s 
Elbina easily went to the top. She will be 
remembered as the beautiful Senior year- 
ling heifer which made such a show for this 
firm last year, standing first and taking 
many Grand Championships throughout the 
Sseason’s big circuit. She was smooth and 
in good form and passed to Senior and 
Grand Championship easily. Gatton landed 
a very tyney little heifer for the Junior 
Championship.

HOW ARE WE TO GET AROUND 
AN ARGUMENT OF THIS KIND? 

“Armstrong & Sims, big feeders of this vicinity recently ship- 
ped eighty-five head of 1400 pound steers to the Kansas City mar- 
ket. In the bunch were seventeen Aberdeen-Angus which sold for 
$10.25, the remaining steers composed of reds and white faces sold 
for $9.65 and $9.25. These steers were bought at the same time 
and fed in the same lot” savs Linn H. Reed, of Smith Center, Kan- 
sas, in a recent communication. This is one of the arguments that 
can not be successfully combatted from any angle and after all an 
argument that should find much favor among the men who ate 
looking for an opportunity to convert their feed into the high dol- 
lar margin. Sixty cents to a dollar per hundred pounds margin 
is worth considering. And what is more it is quite safe to suggest 
that these Aberdeen-Angus s‘eers also outweighed their rival com- 
panions. There is generally about a hundred pounds difference in 
+he weight also which should be taken into ccnsideration. The total 
difference commanding high esteem for the Doddies in the feed lot 
more and more as the months go by. Keep us posted on all such 
comparisons for they are the sort of evidence required when it 
comes to introducing a genuinely convincing argument to the men 
who serve the feed to these steers.

IN THE FOOT HILLS 
OF THE SNOWY MOUNTAINS.

The Aberdeen- 
Angus were purchased from E, L. Hamp- 
ton, Nashville, Tenn. A bull and two fe- 
males of each breed have been fitted for 
show. Prof. R. E. Hunt, in charge of the 
beef cattle at the College and Mr. L. T. 
Case, animal husbandman had the cattle 
out on exhibition and parade and they made 
a fine showing and were much admired. 

Possibly each spectator felt that he could 
pick the grand champion of the lot from 
among those of the breed he loves best. 
(Anyway I felt that I could). The cattle 
will be shown first at the Washington Co. 
fair, August 21-23. This is in the west end 
of the state and I suppose they will go 
right out on the circuit and wind up at 
Richmond in October. Notwithstanding the 
hard times they had a record crowd at the 
State Farmers’ Institute with a good pro- 
gram and many interesting speeches and 
discussions. There was much _ interest 
shown in Home Demonstration work and 
boys and girls club work.

From Kansas. 

Johnson Workman, secretary of the Kan- 
sas Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association 
supplied a very good report of conditions in 
his section of the country the early part of 
August in which he said that they had rais- 
ed a good wheat crop but that the reports 
had been highly exaggerated. Corn and feed 
was planted late and with dry weather and 
hot winds the prospects were poor. Cattle 
have done good to date but the pastures 
were getting short and this condition would 
cause a heavy run to market soon unless 


rain came to their relief. Referring to the 
Aberdeen-Angus business Mr. Workman 
says inquiries for bulls are better than at 
any time since the war. However the fin- 
ancial condition of the inquirer and the pro- 
portionately high freight rates curtail the 
possible business very much. 

Most of the inquiries are for one or two 
bulls, mostly fifteen to eighteen months old, 
to use in small herds. “I have scattered 
about a dozen bulls since our April sale be- 
sides selling one load to Texas, these were 
mostly twelve to sixteen months old. I have 
about a dozen left just a year old. This will 
clean me up except for calves. Will have 
about fifty fall and early winter bulls most- 
tly grandsons of Louis of Viewpoint and 
Blackcap Poe,” says Mr. Workman. Fe- 
males are moving at a little more than good 
grades where the purchaser wants to raise 
baby beef. Plans for a Breeders’ Sale at 
Russell in October are going forward. This 
event will be composed mostly of young 
females and is an event that those inter- 
ested in should bear in mind as furnishing 
an exceptional opportunity to the buyer.

Kahn Brothers, of Sedalia, Missouri, 
brought in a nice junior yearling bull and 
heifer. The bull was good enough to tempt 
a buyer and was sold at a good price by 
Mr. Kahn. That genial Aberdeen-Angus 
admirer always protests to one that his 
cattle are not fed and fitted for show— 
just growed like Dicken’s Topsy—but they 
are always worth giving the once over by a 
competitor as they have a habit of being 
“in line” when the ribbons are handed out. 
Mr. Kahn was in his usual good humor all 
through the fair and must have reduced the 
net profits on the bull he sold _ slightly 
pop the cigars and entertainment hand- 

out. 

Fullerton’s show herd from Miami, Okla- 
homa, and Chilene & Sons, from Miltonvale, 
Kansas, each were there in good numbers. 
Mr. Chilene -is a new exhibitor showing 
many steers and carrying several Kansas 
boys club steers for his sons to show at To- 
peka and Hutchinson fairs.

When cows of this type and character come 
into the ring with show calves at foot, all 
in fine condition, then it is we can rest as- 
sured that we are breeding along the right 
lines. Show cattle that are workers is the 
showmans crowning success. Here Black- 
bird Dallas lead for Harrison, she was a 
consistent show cow last season standing 
second in a strong class of ten aged cows 
last season at Iowa. Kemp’s Champion 
Queen’s Viola K. registered for second place 
with Escher & Ryan’s Erica Energy 12th at 
third. Every one of the remainder of the 
class deserves special mention also. 

The ’21 class of ten was loaded to the 
brim with quality, great wide, deep, well 
covered females rich in everything that goes 
to make a grand champion were here lined 
up. Pride of Ash Row, last year’s grand 
champion at Iowa wended her way to the 
top for Harrison; who also showed Barbara 
C. B. 2d for second place; Fullerton played 
Estelle S. 2d, last year’s third prize two- 
year-old, for third; and the lineup was still 
air tight when Fitch took Queen Quixie in 
for fourth, bringing her again next to the 
Fullerton entry as was the case last year;

This event took place on Saturday, Aug. 
93d, and it was in a large measure the most 
gratifying and satisfactory show of the 
whole fair, for here is that one has the dis- 
tinct pleasure of witnessing the boys and 
girls in action who are destined to lead the 
rising generation in thought and deed.
